Says He Favored Relating 


Activities to Labor Demands 


Washington —(T)— A special in- 


vestigator of the labor board testi- 
fied today he had recommended

Finns, but only if it were a non- 
military loan, that is, a loan not 
used for the purchase of war ma- 
terials. Only about two-fifths (39 
per cent) weie willing to go farther 


and grant Finland a loan for war 
materials. 


Sentiment for a war loan is thus 


higher in the case cf Norway (43 
per cent) than in the case of Fin- 
land even though the Scandinavian 
invasion only began a few weeks 
ago. 


The main reasons which voters 


give for disapproving the Nazi inva- 
sion of Scandinavia are that "there 
is never any justification for steal- 
ing," that big countries' should "re- 
ject the rights of smaller nations," 
and that neither Norway nor Den- 
mark had interfered with Germany.

The Death 


Less than a year ago—to be ex- 


act, on May 11, 1939—the late Sen- 
ator Borah issued a statement which 
needs to be reprinted today. The 
text in lull is as follows: 


When I read of the four nations— 


Norway, 
Denmark, Finland and 


Sweden—saying to Hitler, and in 
effect to the world, that "we are 
going to be neutral and run our own 
business in our own way," I cannot 
but believe that it will afford some 
comfort, and possibly some courage, 
to people in this country who think 
we cannot keep out of war, that we 
cannot be neutral, and that we can- 
not have our own national policy. 


When we think of these nations, 


Situated as they are, revealing the 
foresight and the courage which 
they are doing again, it ought to be 
helpful to us who kowtow to the 
demands and policies of other na- 
tions. 


We should not have so very much 


trouble in outlining a safe, sound 
and neutral policy if it were not 
for the fact that we seem to be con- 
stantly concerned about what we 
shall do, or what we ought to do, 
with reference to the affairs of oth- 
er nations. 


I venture to say there are some 


neutrality bills which never would 
be offered, or at least never would 
have the slightest chance of con- 
sideration, if it were not because 
tnese neutrality bills, were suppos- 
ed to be of \ery great interest to 
certain other nations.

A VISION GONE TO POT 


Because the Post-Crescent occasionally 


finds room to print the details of govern- 
mental pipedreams the conclusion should 
not be drawn that we have exhausted the 
field. We haven't space enough with the 
demands of other news to furnish our 
readers the story of all the collapses into 
the mudholes of the starry-eyed plans of

And 
an immense apple Orchard and garden was 
to appear as a sideline so that when the 
machinery was not humming in the fac- 
tories the busy little bees could still be 
humming in the orchard. It was all like 
the song 'Tripping Through the Tulips," 
although for some reason tulips were not 
mentioned among the flowers. 


The entire project was to be strictly

Great names were placed upon the 


Board of Trustees at Heightstown, Dr. 
Albert Einstein and the Rev. Jonah Wise, 
among others.

A book was published about two years 


ago entitled "And Tell of Time" which 
had the peculiar misfortune of being con- 
cerned with the same historical period as

the Wind" stole all the thunder the lat- 
ter book might have enjoyed, and Laura 
Krcy's volume never received the popular 
support its contents merited. 


It too is a fine human interest story 


laid in the South during the Reconstruc- 
tion, a story of the fight a landed family 
had to wage to re-establish itself in a 
land where all law and rules and regu- 
lations were voided once Lee had sur- 
lendered to Grant. 


This tale is laid in Texas and concerns 


a youth who fought in the Civil war with 
the famed Texas Rangers, those hard-rid- 
ing, high-spirited pioneers of a new land 
in the West who wanted to keep right on 
fighting after the South was crumpled 
and practically destroyed. They tried to 
get their Confederate leaders to retreat 
back to Texas and fight it out there with 
the Yankees.

As war again threatens the United 


Monday Evening, 'April 29,1940

Washington—There was a significant glint in 


the eyes of inner circle third termers when the 
news came over the wires that the president 
planned a transcontinental trip in June. The 
boys had the proverbial look of the cat that 
swallowed the canary. 


They consider the tour one of their biggest 


breaks to dissolve any reluctance Roosevelt 
may have against running again. Reason for 
this belief is the conviction that once he gets 
out into the country, away from the fierce par- 
tisanship of Washington, and scents the plau- 
dits of 'the multitude, there will l^a decisive 
psychological effect. 


Lending color to this theory is an episode that 


occurred in 1938, when administration strate- 
gists were laboring strenuously to persuade 
Herbert Lehman to run for a fourth term as 
governor of New York in order to head off up- 
and-coming Tom Dewey.

East Indies at which Japan is looking hungrily. We 
might as weirneglect to lay in an adequate supply of 
battleships and airplane factories, for they are no j 
more vital than the materials which are as basic to j 
our industry as rubber and tin.

It is elementary that our national defense requires; 


protection with regard to these supplies. And it also j 
is elementary that if anything should happen in the | 
far east to cut off our supply of rubber and tin, we 
should, at best, be quite some little time in reopen- 
ing that traffic route.

Yet, in face of that situation, we have on hand in 


this country just about enough rubber to last us three 
months. We have just about enough tin to last us 
ten weeks. 
It is not that the state department is asleep. For

stocks. Yet we are still on a reserve which would last us but three months 
if our imports were suddenly interrupted.

The child that rises at the break of dawn and makes an excursion 


about the house, opening and closing doors, investigating the ice box and 
the pantry, knocking down a row of pot lids or falling over the scmbpail, 
is not the unmixed blessing a child in the house is supposed to be. 


Telliing him that it is not time to get up is sheer waste of breath. He IS 


up. Asking him to be quiet and lie still is asking the impossible. He is 
awake and ready for action and he can no more lie still and wait for the 
family to sleep themselves out than he can fly. What then is the long 
suffering family to do? They have to sleep. He can't sleep. 


First try keeping him up late. That might make him sleep later in the 


mornings. Give the plan long enough trial as it will not show results in a 
day or two. If that fails, and it does sometimes, the only thing left is to 
have him supply himself with books, crayons, quiet amusement, and a 
few crackers, a piece of fruit, in readiness for the morning. 


Equipped for the occasion he is to amuse himself quietly in his bed 


and be careful to make no sound, no movement, to waken the family. 
Usually he will be glad to do this. He feels that his necessity has been 
recognized, his personality respected. He feels the dignity of having a spe- 
cial rising hour, with special pro- 
vision mKde for it, and rises to it 
nicely. 


Sometimes he feels nothing of the 


kind. Then all one can do is to 
equip him for early rising, command 
him to keep his door shut and his 
noises to himself, and hope for the 
best. Added to the hope might be a 
set of black shades to keep out the 
morning light. Kept up late, his 
room darkened, provision made for 
his early wakening, disapproval of 
any disturbance, may help. Other- 
wise one suffers until this stage of 
his growth has passed. 


Then we have the child at the op- 


posite end of the scale. He wants to 
sit up far into the night and sleep 
far into the day. One has to battle 
to get him to bed and again to get 
him out. The best thing to do for 
him is to set his bedtime by the 
clock, and his rising time by the 
alarm bell. Accent the habits of the 
older people who go to bed on 
schedule time and rise the same 
way. 
Sleeping away the morning 


hours is not the thing for children 
to do. Keep pointing out the fun he 
misses, how childish he is, and how 
fine it is to be up and about in the 
morning with the big people, and 


easier to teach than the early riser 
who usually remains a family trial 
for some time. 


Bed would be more welcome for 


all our children if they had a good 
workout during the day, but that 
is precisely what they do not have. 
Few of our children ever do enough 
work to use their energy—energy 
supplied them for growth through 
exercise in the day—and bedtime 
finds them restless, still looking for 
outlets for this driving power. 


People who live on farms do not 


have this trouble with the children 
because they have the chance to 
use their energy in useful ways. It 
is the children who live in cities 
and suburbs who suffer most from 
this condition. The ball fields, pools, 
gyms, are about all we have to of- 
fer. Maybe we could use them more. 
Maybe we could find useful exercise 
for more of the children, in fields 
of usefulness, if we tried. It would 
surely be good for the children and 
a godsend to their people.

the efficiency of our educational 
system. 


This nation spends a little less 


than three billions of dollars each 
year on schools. This money comes 
from taxes. If we do not have the 
most efficient educational system 
possible, therefore, we are wasting 
taxes as well as years from the 
lives of our children. 


What should education do? If we 


made a job analysis of life, wo 
would find that our childreen will 
miny. 
They'll 
have 
children. 


They'll want to win friends and 
jobs. 


They will find it valuable 1o 


know how lo operate a home on a 
budget. This includes shrewd buy- 
inf end kttn buslntw Judfment 


which can sift the solid values from 
the overly advertised merchandise. 


They will be victims of sickness 


and mental worries, much of which 
could be eliminated by a few cours- 
es in applied medicine and applied 
psychology. 


They should know a little busi- 


ness law. 
To be intelligent citi- 


zens, they should learn some civics 
and American history. 


The two courses essential for a 


true education, however, are read- 
ing and logic, paraphrased today 
as "horse sense." Unless our citi- 
zens are fluent readers and adept 
in detecting faulty reasoning, they 
can be hoodwinked by every dem- 
agogue or glib salesman who hap- 
pens along. 


But "man shall not live by bread 


alone," which is an excellent argu- 
ment in favor of music and art. 
To offset the commercialism and 
materialistic emphasis in modern 
life, we certainly should give ev- 
ery school child a spiritual prop to 
bolster his morale throughout the 
rugged years ahead. 


And I do not refer alone to high- 


brow music. I would rather have 
every student educated to make his 
own music from a mouth organ, 
than to have a few educated to ap- 
preciate opera. 


A Housecleaninir In Education 
Time and again I have been mis- 


quoted in my views regarding the 
improvement of our 
educational 


system. I do not oppose Latin or 
geometry and trigonometry in the 
high schools. 


I simply would list them as op- 


tional or elective courses, to be 
offered only when a dynamic teach- 
er could "sell" such 
subjects to 


enough students to warrant offer- 
ing these courses. 


Certainly I would oppose forcing 


such courses on our students if we 
meanwhile omit such essentials as 
business law, advertising and sell- 
ng, applied medicine and psychol- 
ogy, preparation for marriage, logic, 
public speaking, music, etc. 


If we must prune the curriculum, 


then let's eliminate those courses 
which arc farthest removed from 
the real problems which our chil- 
dren will need to solve in later 
adult life.

SURFACE LURES FOR MUSKEL- 


LUNGE

T 


HERE seems to be an idea held 
by many fishermen that about 
the only manner m which 


you can take a muskellunge is with 
a spoonhook of any one of a num- 
ber of varieties. True, number* of 
the grey warrior tribe fall to the 
blandishments 
of 
the 
gleaming 


blade but this does not mean that 
this is the only seductive lure to 
make use of. 


There are also underwater plugs, 


not to mention the top-water type 
that we have found unusually at- 
tractive in this manner of fishing. 
In fact I go so far as to state that 
any fisherman within the range of 
the musky, all the way from New 
York and Pennsylvania, to Ohio, 
Kentucky 
and 
Tennessee 
on 


through to the north, will do well 
to takje a trip, and, during the 
next summer, try out that top-wa- 
ter plug. You are likely to get the 
surprise of your life because you 
may take one of these spectacular 
fish off of his guard. Muskellunge 
may be pretty familiar with the 
spoon lure, but they will not be 
prepared to meet up with the sur- 
face performer. 


The muskellunge, quite opposed 


to general theory, is not a deep- 
water fish in spite of his large size. 
Most of its life is spent in water a 
few feet to fifteen or twenty feet in 
depth. It takes much of its food 
off of the water surface. Muskrats, 
mink, coot, ducks and various other 
animals and birds are picked up for 
food. It is only logical, therefore, 
that the typical surface lure, es- 
pecially the type that boils up the 
water, would be the one that would 
prove killing. In our own experi- 
ence we have taken^upwards of 50 
splendid 
muskies 'on 
top-water 


plugs, and have, 
of course, lost 


many. Our largest musky weighed 
40 pounds. I mention this merely 
to call attention to the fact that 
largo muskies as well as small ones 
of 20 pounds likewise mop up on 
surface lures. 


Typical musky lures in this top- 


water or surface class are the mus- 
ky-size revolving-head lure, the jit 
ierbug, the flaptail, the 
injured 


minnow lytpe and the so-called 
surf-oreno. 
There are others of 


course, many of them, but the above 
will give you a good indication of 
what is meant by top-water muskv 
plugs. Generally these are now to 
be had jn a large size, which, of 
course, are best fitted for this type 
of heavy fishing. 


Tlie value of the commoting or 


water-disturbing plug is that -it 
boils up the water, making the fish 
believe it is some sort of animal of 
aquatic or terrestrial origin, having 
a hard time of it, probably injured. 
Without doubt (and this we have 
proved to our entire satisfaction) 
the best time for using these sur- 
face lures on muskies is around 
about twilight, and somewhat into 
the deepening dusk. If, then, you 
have locations you know the musk- 
ies hang out in, here is where that 
surface-disturbing plug will prove 
deadly in a big way. In operating 
this lure, do not reel it straight in. 
Rather work and jiggle it on the 
surface, and let it remain silent for 
a few minutes, then work it again

DEEP FIOBDS 


From time to time in my travel 


I have found a place of extrem 
beauty. Among these beauty spot 
are peaks of the Rocky mountains 
Niagara Falls, Grand Canyon, Lake 
Tahoe, Mount Hood, forests of red 
wood trees, the Lakes of Killarney 
the Alps of Switzerland, and the 
fiords of Norway. 


Scene In one of Norway's fiords. 
It would be hard to say which 


of those is most beautiful, but two 
places have seemed to me most like 
fairyland. One was. a deep, green 
forest in Ireland, with ancient trees 
whose gnarled limbs were loaded 
with moss. While in this forest 1 
thought, "No wonder the Irish have 
so many stories about fairies!" 


The 
other 
"fairyland" 
was a 


fiord in Norway. -As a small steam- 
er took me mile after mile up the 
fiord, _ gazed at the scenes which 
changed one into another, and they 
seemed too wonderful to be true. 
Steep mountains rose from either 
side. The waterway was broad in 
one part, narrow in another, then 
broad again. 


A fiord is an old river valley with 


a bed which is lower than sea 
level. 
Salt water comes "in from 


the sea, and makes the fiord water 
salty. 


A fiord is called an "inlet of the 


sea." It is likely to make a fairly 
good harbor for ocean-going ves- 
sels. 


When 
Hitler's 
forces 
attacked 


Norway early this month, several 
large fiords were entered by Ger- 
man warships. This meant control 
of seaports, for the time at least. 
On the other hand, it brought on 
the danger of being "bottled up" 
and destroyed. It may be easy to 
get into a fiord, but hard to get 
out—if a war fleet comes to block 
the way. 


Many fiords of Norway are very 


deep. One section of the Hardanger 
fiord is from 900 to 1,000 feet deep. 
A depth of 2,820 feet has been re- 
ported at one place in the Sogne 
fiord, and of 4.000 feet in another 
part! 


Although a fiord may be deep, 


during much of its course, the wa- 
ter is likely to be shallow where 
it opens to the ocean. At this point 
it may have a depth of only 50 or 
100 feet. 


The fiords of Norway cut far 


into the country—Hardanger Fiord 
is 68 miles long. 
Sogne 
f i o r d 


stretches inland to the Jotun Fjeld, 
106 miles from the ocean.
